A Lifetime Opportunity: 

This may seem a well worn phrase but in this 
case it is true. It is aimed at bringing out the 
truth of Australian history and heritage. 

It has everything to do with growing as a nation, 
which is invariably associated with change in 
some established beliefs. 

There is no question that The Great Southland 
was added to the world map in 1606 with 
Duyfken’s recorded charting of Northern 
Queensland’s coast. 

There can be no question that Dirck Hartogh 



landed on an island west of Shark Bay and left a 
pewter plate as evidence of his visit - in 1616. 
Then in 1697, Willem de Vlamingh added his 
plate on the same post, acknowledging his 
predecessor and taking the original plate with him. 

There is no doubt that by 1644, the North Coast, 
West Coast and part of the South Coast had been 
charted by the Dutch and then Abel Tasman did 
his bit and named van Diemensland (Tasmania). 

And all this more than a century before James 
Cook made his landing in 1770. 

So where does that leave Captain Cook in all 
this? 

In an excellent position for the great navigator 
he was, because no one can deprive him of the 
honour of discovering the East Coast and claiming 
it for the English Crown. 

A note from his journal says it very clearly: 
“[since I] may land no more upon this Eastern 
coast of New Holland, and on the Western side I 
can make no new discovery the honour of which 
belongs to the Dutch navigators and as such they 
may lay Claim to it as their property. (Journal, 22 
August 1770 p 387, n. 4 Bill Gammage - 
University of Adelaide, p 525) 

In order to be a great navigator, one had to have 


integrity and like Joseph Banks, he fully recognised 
the preceding history. 

Banks went as far as pre-facing his book with 
acknowledging the Dutch but he was persuaded by 
Robert Peel to remove that part of his preface. 

If nothing else, this shows the contrast between the 
politician (Peel was the Under Secretary of the 
Colonies) - and Banks a scientist with integrity. 

Now there is an opportunity to merge the bits of 
history into one and claim it as OUR Australian 
history. 

The first 154 years was a period that shipwreck 
survivors found themselves on what could be likened 
to a moonscape in modem times, without a return 
ticket. 

There is more than enough anecdotal evidence that 
these survivors received sustenance from the native 
population, who were nonplussed with these beings 
that came from the sea - and believed to be the spirits 
of ancestors - and nurtured as such. 

Many of these survivors owed their lives to the native 
population - a race that lived in harmony with the 
land. 

Unfortunately, the natives had no written history and 
it is therefore more difficult to retrieve historical fact 
in the conventional manner. But there is nothing 
wrong with ‘anecdotal stories’. A mixture of oral and 
written history is quite unique. 

The academics class this as circumstantial evidence 
and is therefore not conclusive. Poppycock, offenders 
in a court of law have ended up behind bars on less 
circumstantial evidence than we have about the VOC 
survivors mixing in with the native people. 

Beyond "reasonable doubt" would be fairer in this 
case. We know they landed here without a means of 
returning home. We know that they stayed here for 
some time and it is more than likely that their stay 
produced offspring. We do not know what ultimately 
happened. 

Only genetics can throw light on this that may 
ultimately prove whether or not there was mixed 
blood that came from one or more of the four ships; 
Batavia 1629, Vergulde Draeck 1656, Zuytdorp 1712 
and Zeewijck 1727. 

DNA sampling is now at an advanced stage, 
facilitated by the Society.

Nederlanders in buitenland gaan eerder dood: 

Nederlandse reizigers en expats lopen een grotere 
kans om te overlijden dan thuisblijvers. 

Met name het Midden-Oosten en Afrikaanse 
landen zijn risicogebieden. Dit blijkt uit onderzoek 
van het Havenziekenhuis in Rotterdam. Hartfalen en 
ongelukken zijn de belangrijkste doodsoorzaken. 
Volgens het onderzoek is het risico op overlijden in 
Belgie het kleinst (0,028 sterfgeval per 100.000) en in 
Kenia het grootst (12,18 op de 100.000). 
Gezondheidswetenschapper Arina Groenheide zegt dat 
Nederlanders bijna 20 keer zoveel kans hebben om 
dood te gaan in Oost-Mediterrane gebieden, in landen 
als Marokko, Egypte, Afghanistan en Jordanie - als in 
Europa. 

‘In Afrika is de sterfkans ruim 16 keer zo groot, met 
infecties als een van de belangrijkste oorzaken. 

In Zuidoost-Azie loopt men 9 keer meer kans om te 
overlijden. Infecties zijn ook in dat gebied een 
belangrijke doodsoorzaak voor landgenoten.’ 
Wereldwijd zijn hartfalen en ongelukken de 
belangrijkste doodsoorzaken onder Nederlanders, 
gevolg door kanker, infecties en psychische

problemen. 

Opmerkelijk is dat de levensverwachting van 
Nederlanders in den vreemde een stuk lager ligt. In 
Nederland is de gemiddelde leeftijd bij overlijden 
76,4, in het buitenland ligt die20 jaar lager (56,1 jaar). 
Met name mannen lopen een groter risico om in het 
buitenland te overlijden. Ruim 70 procent 
van de overlijdensgevallen in andere werelddelen 
betreft mannen. ‘Een mogelijke oorzaak dat meer 
Nederlandse mannen dan vrouwen in het buitenland 
overlijden, is dat ze roekelozer zijn’, zegt Groenheide. 
Waarom de gemiddelde leeftijd bij overlijden zo veel 


lager ligt, kan Groenheide niet zeggen. Het komt 
volgens haar niet doordat er minder ouderen of 
vrouwen naar het buitenland gaan. ‘Denk maar 
aan de groep gepensioneerde Nederlanders die naar 
het buitenland gaan om ergens te overwinteren.’ 

Geen centrale registratie. 

Groenheide wendde zich in eerste instantie voor 
cijfers tot de Nederlandse ambassades, maar kwam er 
al snel achter dat Nederland geen centrale registratie 
bijhoudt van doodsoorzaken van landgenoten buiten 
de grenzen. 

Ze heefit daarom een enquete gehouden onder 
huisartsen in Nederland. Ruim 1800 artsen 
deden mee aan het onderzoek. 

‘Op zich houden huisartsen geen aparte registratie bij 
van patienten die in het buitenland overlijden. Maar 
aangezien het voor een huisarts opmerkelijk is als een 
van zijn patienten in het buitenland overlijdt, 
konden ze naar aanleiding van hun ervaringen onze 
vragen beantwoorden. De doelgroep die dus in dit 
onderzoek aan bod komt, bestaat uit Nederlandse 
reizigers, pensionado’s, overwinteraars en expats die 
voor een paar jaar naar het buitenland vertrekken en 
contact houden met hun Nederlandse 
huisarts.’ 

‘Door dit onderzoek kunnen we reisadviezen naar de 
betreffende regio’s en landen nu verder verfijnen. 
Daardoor kunnen reizigers en expats de risico’s die zij 
in het buitenland lopen, beter inschatten. En dat is 
winst’, meent Groenheide. 

Medisch risico. 

Anke van Nieuwenhuizen, woordvoerder van 
alarmcentrale SOS International, zegt dat de landen 
die in het onderzoek genoemd worden ook voor SOS 
International onder de risicolanden vallen. 

‘Maar men moet een land als China of Rusland ook 
niet onderschatten als zijnde medisch riskant. In 
landen als Nigeria is de lokale medische behandeling 
ook niet altijd afdoende, hoewel de expat 
gemeenschap daar zo groot is dat er wel goede 
structuren en instanties zijn om dit op te vangen.’ 

Ook vindt Van Nieuwenhuizen 
het belangrijk om rekening te houden met zowel de 
gezondheidstoestand van de patient bij vertrek. ‘Het is 
bijvoorbeeld in het algemeen voor niet stabiele 
psychiatrische patienten af te raden om naar het 
buitenland te reizen. 

Hieronder vallen ook mensen die overspannen zijn, 
aan wie nogal eens geadviseerd wordt er even 
tussenuit te gaan.’ 

Als mensen met psychisch problemen in het 
buitenland overlijden, is er vaak sprake van 
zelfmoord.

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ZWOLLE- the capital of Overijssel 


ZWOLLE: 

Zwolle is a municipal and capital city of the province of Overijssel. 
With about 116,000 inhabitants, the city is situated on the Zwarte 
Water, a small river which joins the river IJssel. 

Archaeological findings indicate that the area surrounding Zwolle has 
been inhabited for a long time. A wood henge that was found in the 
Zwolle-Zuid suburb in 1993 was dated to the Bronze Age period. 
During the Roman era, the area was inhabited by Salian Franks. 

The modem city was founded around 800 A.D. by Frisian merchants and troops of Charlemagne. The name 
Zwolle is derived from the word Suolle, which means "hill" (cf. the English cognate verb "to swell"). This 
refers to an incline in the landscape between the four rivers surrounding the city, IJssel, Vecht, Aa and Zwarte 
Water. The hill was the only area of land that would remain dry during the frequent flooding of the rivers. 
Zwolle was established on that incline. 

On August 31, 1230, the bishop of Utrecht granted Zwolle city rights. Zwolle became a member of the 
Hanseatic league in 1294, and in 1361 joined the war between the Hanseatic League and Valdemar IV of 
Denmark. 

In July 1324 and in October 1361, regional noblemen set fire to Zwolle. In the 1324 fire, only nine buildings 
escaped the flames. 

In the 1370 Treaty of Stralsund that ended the war, Zwolle was awarded a trade colony in Scania, Sweden. 

Zwolle was in the 14th and 15th century, with the city of Deventer, one of the centres for the Brethren of the 
Common Life, a monastic movement. Three miles from Zwolle, on a slight eminence called the Agnietenberg, 
(hill of St Agnes), once stood the Augustinian convent in which Thomas a Kempis spent the 
greatest part of his life and died there in 1471. 

Thomas a Kempis or Thomas van Kempen (see picture right), was the author of "De imitatio 
Christi" (Imitation of Christ), this book is after the Holy Bible the most translated and sold book in 
the world. The relics of Thomas a Kempis are situated since 2006 in the “Onze Lieve Vrouwe ten 
Hemelopneming-basilica” (Our Lady Ascension basilica). 

BLAUWVINGERS 

Citizens of Zwolle are colloquially known as Blauwvingers (Bluefingers). This 
dates back to a local legend that the local authorities were one day strapped for 
cash and saw no option but to sell church bells to neighbouring city Kampen. 

To make sure Kampen did not make too much profit from the deal, the local 
authorities asked a high price for the church bells. Kampen agreed to the deal, on 
the condition that they could choose their own way of paying for the church bells. 
Zwolle consented, and Kampen paid the full amount in copper coins of four 
duiten (the equivalent of 2-and-a-half cents). Because of their distrust, Zwolle 
wanted to be sure Kampen had truly 
paid the entire price. The local authorities therefore counted the 
money until their fingers had turned blue from the copper. 

The Sassenpoort is one of the oldest city gates dating from the 
15th century, the old city walls, the Mosterdmakerstoren (at the 
Mosterdmakerstoren mustard used to be made), the old town hall 
built in 1448, a guild-house (1571) and a Do mini can monastery. 

— (see picture right) 

ECONOMY: 

Zwolle's golden age came in the 15th century. Between 1402 and 
1450, the city's Gross Regional Product multiplied about six 
times. 

At least as early as 1911, Zwolle had a considerable trade by river, a large fish market, and the most important 
cattle market in The Netherlands after Rotterdam. The more important industries comprised cotton 
manufactures, iron works, boat-building, dyeing and bleaching, tanning, rope-making, and salt-making.

Zwolle is the economic and cultural centre of an extensive region which takes in parts of Drenthe, the Veluwe 
and the adjoining Northeast Polder. It has many local government and other offices, higher educational 
establishments and important commercial houses. Its cattle market, one of the largest in the Netherlands, is of 
more than regional importance. Zwolle is also a considerable industrial town (vehicle assembly, engineering, 
foodstuffs, building materials, textiles, woodworking, leather-working and chemicals. 

An early document mentions the existence of a parish church dedicated to 
St Michael. That church, the Grote or Sint Michaelskerk (the large or Saint 
Michael church), was renovated in the first half of the 15th century and 
exists to this day. The church contains a richly carved pulpit, the work of 
Adam Straes van Weilborch (about 1620), some good carving and an 
exquisite organ (1721). 

Besides the Grote of Sint Michaelskerk, The Roman Catholic Onze Lieve 
Vrouwe ten Hemelopneming-basilica (Our Lady Ascension basilica) and 
its church tower, the Peperbus (Peppermill) there are several other historic 
monuments in Zwolle. 

De Librije, (see photo right) is a restaurant and is located in the 
former library of a 15th century Dominican abbey hence the name 
"De Librije". The chef de cuisine is Jonnie Boer and his wife 
Therese Boer-Tausch is hostess and viticulturist. The couple, who 
both already worked in the restaurant, bought the establishment in 
1992. That same year the restaurant received its first Michelin star. 

The second star followed in 1999, and the restaurant has three stars 
since 2004. It is currently one of two restaurants in the Netherlands 
with three Michelin stars, the other being Oud Sluis in Sluis. In 2007 
and again in 2008, the restaurant received a score of 19.5 and 
became Restaurant of the Year in the Dutch edition of Gault Millau.

The city is also rich 
in art and culture. It has two large theatrelocations, ‘Odeon’ and

cinema. The Zwolle art route takes visitors along the city’s 
numerous studios and galleries, and art lovers will also find plenty 
to enjoy at the Stedelijk Museum and Museum de Fundatie. 

Zwolle shops offer a great variety, with charming shopping streets 
in the centre, where large chain stores alternate with small 
speciality shops. There are also plenty of culinary delights to be 
found in and around the centre, ranging from top restaurants like 
'De Librije' to bistros and cafes. During the annual ‘Culinary 
Zwolle’ event, reputable restaurants from Zwolle and the 
surrounding area present their specialities to the public amidst a festive ambiance.

The municipality of Zwolle feels very strongly about the nature found in and around the city. Not only will you 
find plenty of green spaces, but the municipality also maintains its natural beauty in an innovative fashion. 
Zwolle was voted the 'greenest' city in Europe during the ‘Entente Florale’ horticultural competition in 2006. 
According to the jury, Zwolle provides plenty of options when it comes to recreation and tourism in a natural 
environment. 

With nearly eighty thousand jobs, Zwolle is also an excellent source of employment. Most jobs are found in the 
health and care industry, public administration and business services. The ICT and logistics sectors are also well 
developed and have the potential to continue growing. The employed population of Zwolle is younger than the 
overall Dutch average. Zwolle has more than thirty thousand intermediate vocational and higher vocational 
students, many of whom also find their first job here.

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Those enterprising Dutchmen 


Those Enterprising Dutchmen. 

The Portuguese traders finally discovered how the 
Venetians got hold of those gorgeous woven materials 
and the desirable spices and where they came from. The 
Dutch in turn hijacked these secrets from the Portuguese. 
Some forward thinking Dutch merchants heard about 
some sailors, who had sailed on Portuguese ships, 
returning from fare-away countries, loaded with a host of 
wonderful 'spices' that gave your food such a great taste. 
This was the early start of the Golden Age for the 
rebellious Dutch, who separated from their Spanish 
rulers after an eighty year struggle. 

The history of the spice trade is lost in the mist of 
antiquity. But already a lively trade has been recorded as 
early as 400 BC, when the Aksium Empire, centred in 
Ethiopia, was in control of trade routes stretching as far 
as China, India, Persia, Arabia and to the south as far as 
Mombassa. All kinds of spices together with silks, ivory, 
gold, emeralds and rubies slowly plodded their way on 
camel's back to the Lands of the Pharaohs, the ancient 
Greek City States and Rome. 

In Medieval times, these goods filtered into Europe when 
the Crusaders came in contact with them. The merchants 
of Venice were not slow to horn into this profitable 
trade, thereby developing into a formidable power and 
for some time the sole providers of spices as well as 
Asian luxurious clothing materials and other exotic 
goods to the western countries. 

For many centuries, the tortuous overland routes to 
Egypt combined with the easier transfer of spices in 
dhows overseas from the Indies and India (especially 
Malabar) through the Red Sea to Egypt, went relatively 
without much trouble as a cordial relationship was 
established over the years with the many tribal areas 
through which they had to travel. However this came to 
an end in the mid-seventh century, when the rise of Islam 
closed off the overland caravan routes to Egypt and the 
Suez and the Arabian people taking over. This was a 
mortal blow to the once mighty Axium Trading Empire, 
which gradually fell into decline and finally became 
history after the 7th century when they no longer minted 
their own coinage. Their capital Aksum was once the 
purported home of the Queen of Sheba and the resting 
place of the 'Ark of the Convenant'. 

The first Dutch merchant ships left from Amsterdam in 
April 1595, heading for the far East around the Cape of 
Good Hope. Another convoy left in 1598 and returned a 
year later with 600.000 pounds of spices and other 
products like silks, rewarding those enterprising 
merchants with fabulous dividends on their investments. 
This event resulted in a scramble where as many as eight 
companies vied for a share of spices available for sale 
from the local population. As predictable, prices soared 
with the competitors bidding up against each other and 
even sabotaging each other's efforts. Raadspensionaris 
Johan van Oldebamevelt forced these companies in 1602 
to sit together 


and agree to form one combined trading company, 
known as the VOC (Verenigde Oost Indiesche 
Compagnie). 

We have now come to talk about those magic spices, and 
I will start with Pepper. Since prehistoric times pepper 
has been used in India. Pepper grows in southern 
Thailand, Malaysia, the Indies but particularly at the 
Malabar Coast in southern India. Black pepper, together 
with other spices, changed the course of world history. It 
led to the European colonisation of these countries 
except Thailand. An old sailor's shanty reminds us of the 
days that the VOC ships loaded the black peppercorns in 
the Malabar harbour:- 

Far away across the ocean, underneath an Indian star, 
dwells a dusky little maiden on the coast of Malabar. 

In the harbour where we anchored, I can see her shy and 
sweet, with a bunch of wine and roses and the wild 
waves at her feet. 

Many a happy night I spent with her, 'neath the palm 
trees green and tall. Many a happy night I danced with 
her down in yonder city hall. 

She would raise her misty little face and gaze across the 
bay. She would whisper ,f Ifyou love me, why do you sail 
away? ". 

Black peppercorns were found stuffed in the nostrils of 
Ramesses II who died in 1213BC and placed there as 
part of the mummification rituals. Pepper was widely 
used to improve the taste of food and especially added to 

the half decomposed 
food of the pyramid 
builders so it became 
somewhat edible again 
in that hot climate. The 
often putrid food 
dished out to the crew 
sailing under the VOC 
banners was also 
fortified with pepper, especially after many months of 
sailing on the oceans. 

The Black Peppercorn develops from a flowering vine. 
White pepper comes after removal of the skin of the 
black pepper. Green Pepper comes from unripe berries. 
All these peppers have different flavours. Pepper in 
Europe was so valuable that it was used for collateral and 
at times even used for currency. That was the case when 
Alaric the Visigoth ransomed besieged Rome in 410 AD, 
together with the gold and silver demanded, he also 
wanted and got 3000 pounds of pepper. The term 
’peppercorn rent’ is still used and today, pepper now 
accounts for one-fifth of the world's spice trade. As of 
old, black pepper has been used as a medicine for a 
whole range of ailments like constipation, lung deceases, 
toothache and a host of others. At present Vietnam is the 
world's major pepper producer, controlling about 34% 
of the market. 

Cloves are the dried aromatic flower-buds of a tree. They 
are native in Indonesia and India. The tree grows to a 
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height of 60-100 metres. Cloves 
are used as a spice and also for 
incense, especially in China and 
Japan, as well as to create the 
well known 'chaff tea' an Indian 
spiced black tea. The essence of 
cloves is used in perfumes and since time immemorial as 
a medicine for a whole range of illnesses. Western 
studies support the use of cloves and clove oil for the 
treatment of toothache , as a mosquito repellent while it 
may also reduce blood sugar levels. Due to the early 
VOC traders, the use of cloves is widespread in the 
Netherlands where they find their way into cheeses and 
for making the well known Dutch Speculaas. 
Traditionally cloves are used in their all popular stew 
'hachee'. 

In Bali I observed picking cloves from these tall trees by 
the locals is done by erecting a tripod of shaved poles, 
lashed together at the top. Sturdy wedges are drilled into 
these poles to allow climbing and access into the tree 
branches. It takes a lot of skill to balance high up with a 
bag around their shoulder which is getting heavier while 
harvesting. 

Nutmeg grows on an evergreen tree, mainly in the Banda 
islands of the Moluccas. Nutmeg is important for two 
spices extracted from the fruit, Nutmeg and Mace. The 
nutmeg is also used to extract essential oils and nutmeg 
butter, the latter to be used as a replacement for cocoa 
butter. As with a number of those magical spices, 
nutmeg was also used in medicine and especially against 
illnesses related to nervous and digestive systems. From 
old records we learn that nutmeg has been used as 
incense by Roman priests. In medieval times it was used 
by the rich as a prized and costly flavouring for food as 
well as a preservative. In the days of Elisabeth 1(1533- 
1603) it was generally believed that nutmeg could ward 
off the plague, hence it's great popularity. 

Cinnamon is the dried bark of the small cinnamon tree, 

native to Sri Lanka, but now 
generally grown in 
Indonesia. Cinnamon has 
been known in antiquity, 
even the Old Testament 
mentions that Moses was 
commanded to use both 
sweet cinnamon and cassia in the holy anointing oil. In 
the song of Solomon , a verse describing the beauty of 
his beloved, 'Cinnamon scents her garments like the 
smell of Libanon'. A wall inscription records the gift of 
cinnamon to the temple of Apollo in Miletus, an ancient 
city on the west coast of Anatolia. Cinnamon from early 
beginnings was regarded as a precious gift, fit for a king 
and even for a god. It was imported to Egypt as early as 
2000 BC and from there it found its' way into the Greek 
City States and finally into Rome where classical writers 
such as Herodotes noted it already as a delicious but very 
expensive enhancement to the taste of food. It is said that 
Emperor Nero burned a year's worth of the city's supply 


of cinnamon at the funeral of his second wife Poppaea. 
History tells us that the Ethiopians were the first to have 
discovered the energizing effect of the Coffee Bean. 

From Ethiopia coffee spread to Egypt and Yemen, but it 
was in Arabia that the bean was first roasted and brewed 
in the same way as it is done today. In 1583, a German 
physician Leonard Rauwolf noted while in 
Constantinople:- A beverage as black as ink, useful- 
against numerous illnesses, particularly those of the 
stomach. Its consumers take it in the morning in a 
porcelain cup that is passed around and from which each 
one takes a mouthful. The first European coffee-house 
opened in Venice in 1645. The Dutch were the first to 
import coffee on a large scale; they defied the Arab 
prohibition on the exportation of plants or unroasted 
beans when Pieter van den Broeck in 1616 smuggled 
seedlings from Aden into Holland. The first exports of 

beans, from 
the coffee 
plants in 
Java to 
Holland, 
occurred in 
1711. It has 
been said 
that coffee 
these days is 
the second 
most traded 

commodity in the world, behind crude oil. 

Tea next to coffee is a world-wide accepted beverage. 
Early 1600 a ship of the Dutch VOC brought the first 
shipment of green tea leaves to Amsterdam from China. 
There are 4 main varieties of tea, viz. Black Tea, Oolong 
Tea, Green Tea and White Tea and numerous varieties. 
The plant is growing mainly in tropical and sub-tropical 
climates. High quality plants are cultivated at elevations 
of 5000ft (1500 M), they grow there slower and the 
leaves acquire a better flavour. Only the top one to two 
inches are picked and every six to ten days a new growth 
can be harvested. 

The merchants of Holland hit the jackpot when they 
found the way to the Far East and gradually took away 
the profitable spice trade from the Portuguese in the 
Indies, Ceylon (Sri Lanka), Formosa (Taiwan) and 
Malacca in Malaysia. Their main competitors however 
were and remained the English who at the end overtook 
the Dutch because of their superior numbers- ’The 7 
Provinces' with 1.9 million inhabitants against England/ 
Scotland 6.5 million as estimated in the year 1650. 
However during the years from 1600 till halfway 1700, 
the Dutch skillfully accumulated untold wealth, not only 
with spices, coffee and tea, but also with ivory, ebony 
together with other precious woods, precious stones, 
silks and above all the blue Chinese porcelain, which 
they quickly copied and thereby turning Delft into a 
leading producer of the famous 'Delft Blauw’.
